quire so much fuel to cook them that 
no real saving la effected.

of Postmaster General Will Hays and 
1m successor, Dr. Hubert Work, In 
the belief that the diffusion of In- 
formation about the postof£lve would 
sa\e the government millions of dol- 
lars annually Besides explaining the 
functions o£ the postofflca and most 
efficient wass of using It, the manual 
outlines t-H'a history of postal service 


WERE MOUNTED

dispatch messages from post to post 
The book tien relates that slmllaf 
methods preiai \.e among the Romans 
during the timo of Augustus, B. C., 
31, and later 11 France under Charle- 
magne In 807, A D.

Inception of the American postof- 


fice came with Its earliest settlement, 
the book narrates. 
It passed from 


the coffee-house letter depository to 
actual carrier when legislation was 
passed in Massachusetts In 1639 and 
Virginia In 1G57. C'nder the 
later 


legislation a house would be desig- 
nated by colonial law as the appoint- 
ed place "for all letters i\hlch are 
brougnt beyond the seas or are to 
ba sent thither," the owner of which 
would receive a penny for every let- 
ter, but who must "answer all mis- 
carriages through his own neglect."

Gradually a pcstal service was es- 


tablished alon£ the coast between 
the se\eral colon es, and 
in 1672 


there was a monthly po«t fiom Ne-v 
York to Boston 
In 1692 a private 


enterprise was granted to get up 
posts In North America to Thomas 
Neal, and the postal affairs of the 
colonies were thuq conducted unti 
1710, when the postal service of the 
British Empire was consolidated Into 
one organteation, with New York Its 
chief American office. 


BEN FTOANKLIN, 


An early act of tlio Contlnenta 


Congress established postoffjces and 
routes from Falmouth, Maine, to Sa 
\annah, Ga , the manual continues 
and In 1737 Franklin uas appomtei 
postmaster at Philadelphia, and the 
first acting postrraster general In 
this country. 


In 17"3 he nas appointed deputy 


postmaster general for the colonies 
which office he held until 1774 when 
he was 
dismissed because of hi! 


active sympathy with the colonist 
In their quarrel 
with the mothe 


country. For a while following ev- 
ery thing was In confusion, but In 
July 177", the Continental Congress 
appointed Franklin the first Ameri- 
can postmaster general, to manage 
ths postal 
service throughout the 


colonies. Then postage stamps were 
unknown 
and postage was paid In 


cash. 


MODERN METHOD*

letters were carried by steam

archy as for a republic — which 
means very little help in either 
case.

and the child does not feel III. It 
may look like a more severe sore 
throat or tansilltis with a white or 
grayish patch, called 
a membrane, 


on the tonsils. 


The glands in the neck may be 


slightly swollen. Or the disease may 
be like a very severe sore throat 
with large gray or white patches. 


The cure lies in the quickness with 


which antitoxin Is administered.

ical Society Clinics Not Yet Ready. 


Wrecking o£

welfare clinic which has been run- 
ning under the supervision of J. F. 
Mattes, commissioner of health, for 
the last three years, but which has 
been supported by private funds not 
by city money, seems to be an ac- 
complished fact. 


NOT OTHER PLANS. 


Dr. Edmund Roos, secretary of the 


Decatur Medical 
society 
admitted 


Friday that he did not know when 
the medical society 
would start Its 


charity clmic as no plans has yet 
been made nor had Its clinic com- 
mittee made any report. 


A specialist which Mr. Mattes has 


employed to take up the work has 
sudJerlv found it impossible to take 
the work. Many rumors 
are afloat 


concerning the work 
but no doctor 


has been found who will attempt the 
work. 


"I have 
not yet 
given up" said 


Commissioner 
J. F. 
Mattes, 
when 


asked about the situation Friday. "I 
do not feel that the clinic with Its 
teaching of the proper care of in 
fants. in Its campaign to keep the 
well baby 
TV ell. 
Is encroaching on 


the private preserves of the doctors. 
Telling a mother how to wash and 
how to feed a baby is not practicing 
medicine as I see it." 


NOT ALL AGAINST IT. 


Mr. Mattes admits that not all o£ 


the doctors are making this fight 
against the clinic work, this educa- 
tional

welfare 
enterprise. 


"There 
are a 
few fire-eaters, ir- 


reconcllahles, men who place rather 
a. too high value on tr» dollar, men 
to whom the motto "Service, not self" 
would mean nothing who are really 
carrying 
the 
more 
conservative 


elements of the society along -with 
them on this path which, in my heart, 
I believe to bo entirely wrong. 


"I am hoping that the work can 


he continued to the bringing of In- 
fant mortality in Decatur still lower. 


Perhaps we can get together after 


all. I have not yet given up on this 
child welfare work—It is too im- 
portart to allow it to drop if it can 
possibly be saved." 


MATTES DISCOURAGED. 


Mr. Mattes did admit that he was 


the most discouraged he had been at 
any time ana that the medical so- 
cletv, for the time at least, seemed 
to have blocked his efforts to con- 
tinue the work. 


"If the doctors said that we did 


bad work, or that the welfare work 
was hurtful to the children or to the 
community, I might feel differently" 
said tr^ commissioner of health who 


MOTHERS' CLUBS 


has fought for and watched the de- 


:llne in Infant mortality In Decstur. 


"But no such claim is ever made. 


It is a fight wholly 
between the 


community welfare, as I see it, and

COMMITTEE CALLS. 


A committee from the Medical so 


clety, composed of Dr. M. W. Fitz- 
patrick as chairman, Dr. Will Wood 
and Dr. F. E Smith, Invited Commls 
sioner Mattes to luncheon Thursday 
noon and the situation was discussed 
at length, after which the committee 
accompanied by Mayor Borchers an 
Mr. Mattes, visited the station and 
requested Dr. I. J. Neece to continu 
with the work for at least two week 
until they could find someone to tak 
his place. 


"I had not figured on any work at 


the station after today," said Dr. 
Neece. I cannot stay here for even 
two weeks and do less than I am do- 
Ing. I have made plans for the fu- 
ture and will be compelled to look 
into my own plans before giving an 
answer for several days." 


This was the first visit that the 


three doctors or Mayor Borchers have 
ever made at the station. Mr. Borch- 
ers seemed to take quite an Interest 
In the children. 


84 MOTHERS PRESENT. 


Eighty-four mothers were present 


Thursday and all expressed their sin- 
cere regret over the fact that the 
station was to be closed. One phase 
of the work, which always stirs one, 
are the cases of paralysis, which are 
discovered, ana through years of work 
these children will have the use of 
their limbs restored, where, If they 
had been neglected, these children 
would be hopeless cripples. 
These 


mothers have always been warned to 
keep these children under the care of 
a specialist for these kind of cases.
